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President Roosevelt Champion Traveler 





President Roosevelt is said to be the champion traveler 
of all the Presidents of this nation. Thus far during his ad- 
ministration he has covered more miles than any of his pre- 
decessors. Before starting on his present cross country tour 
his record was about 125,000 miles of travel by train. automo- 


bile and boat. When he returns east he will have added over 
10,000 to that figure —thus making an all time reeord for fu- 
ture Presidents to ‘‘shoot at’’. The only other chief executive 


to approach the Roosevelt record thus far was President Taft, 
who was called the ‘*Traveling President’’ and whose traveling 
record at the close of his four vear term was 115,000, 

There is scarcely a state in the Union which has not at some 
time been crossed by President Roosevelt. In addition, he vis- 
ited Hawaii in 1934 and South America in 1936. However, 


unlike the First Lady, the President has never taken to the 
air at any time. 

During the first four years since his inauguration the Presi- 
dent has been away from Washington an average of 106 days

Should, 
however, he detrain, and enter into any loeal political is- 
sues, he would become plain ‘Mr. Roosevelt,’ and would 
either be expected to pay his own expenses or, as the guest 


of the local political organization, have his expenses taken 
care of by that organization. 

**How the President's $25,000 manages to cover his ex- 
tensive traveling expenses in one year is a recurring source 
of wonder to many. The answer is quite simple when it 
and that of his immediate official party.
